Abandons Ship and Chooses Haven

The unwritten code of the sea today 
caused 27 men and one woman, al- 
ready physically exhausted from hours 
of battling to save their sinking ship, 
to choose the hardest path of rescue | 
after the Swedish carzo steamer Ov>- | 
dia had foundered off the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. 

Through most of last night the | 
United States liner America. the Brit- 
ish Cunard vessel Mauretania and the 
I'nited States shipping board vessel 
Endicott had raced to aid the stricken 
vessel before it sank. 

Although all three ships sighted the 
Ovidia within approximately an hour 
of each other shortly before noon to- |

Health Talks 


WILLIAM BRADY, 
A REVIEW OF THE VERRUCA 
SITUATION. 

Verruca is not a place in South 
America and I am not Kaltenborn— 
who, by the way, is for me the hard- 
est of all radio features to turn off— 
but the verrucal outbreak is suffi- 
ciently serious, I judge from the let- 
ters, to merit consideration here. I 
confess it is a weak beginning to use 
the term verrucosity when I mean 
warts, but if we frankly entitled this 


something about warts a lot of read- 
ers would not read it at all. 

A Birmingham reader tells of an 
old gentleman who has a great repu- 
tation for dispelling warts. ‘The old 
gentleman simply rubs the warts gen- 
tly with his fingers for a moment, and 
they generally disappear within lo 
days, 

Ilere is another: 
have assured me that 
disappear if you Just 
with castor oil from time time. 

Here is avother: Where there are 
numerous warts in a group, they will 
disappear, in many cases, if you paint 
the warts and intervening skin with 
tincture of iodin—Jjust one coat, not 
oftener than once in five or seven 
days, for perhaps three or four times. 

A very good remedy for single warts 
is the familiar corn remedy—paint 
the corn, wart or callus each evening 
with a solution of 30 grains of salicy- 
lic acid in half an ounce of flexible 
collodion. This should cause the 
wart to soften and come away after 
a week or ten days.

Text of Hoover’s Address’ 
At Child Health Meeting 


The fundamental purpose of this 
conference is to set forth an under- 
standing of those safeguards which 
will assure to.them health in mind 
and body. 
services to childhood which can be 
provided by the community, the state, 
or the nation—all of which are beyond 
the reach of the individual parent. 
We approach these problems in no 
spirit of diminishing the responsibili- 
ties and values or invading the sanc- 
tities of those primary safeguards to 
child life—their homes and_ their 
mothers. After we have determined 
every scientific fact, after we have 
erected every public safeguard, »after 
we have constructed every edifice for 
education or training or hospitaliza- 
tion or play, yet all these things are 
but a tithe of the physical, moral, 
and spiritual gifts. which motherhood 
gives and home confers. None of these 
things carry that affection, that de- 
votion of soul, which is the great 
endowment from mothers. Our pur- 
pose “here today is to consider and 
give our mite of help to strengthen 
her hand that her boy and girl may 
have a fair chance. 

Our country has a vast majority of 
competent mothers. am not so sure 
of the majority of competent fathers. 
But what we are concerned with here 
are things that are beyond her power. 
That is what Susie and John take on 
the bacteria in the milk; she can not 
detect the typhoid which comes 
through the faucet, or the mumps that 
pass round the playground. She can 
not individually control the instrue- 
tion of our schools or the setting up 
of community-wide remedy for the 
deficient and handicapped child. But 
she can insist upon officials who hold 
up standards of protection and service 
to her children—and one of your jobs 
is to define these standards and tell 
her what they are. She can be trusted 
to put public officials to the acid test 
of the infant mortality and service to 


some standard for her to go by. 
Complicated Problem. 

‘These questions of child héalth and 
protection are a complicated problem 
requiring much learning and much 
action. And we need have great con- 
cern over this matter.

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BANKRUPTCY ASKED — 
FOR CALDWELL FIRM 


President of Big Banking 
Firm Plans To Resist 
Petition.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 19.— 
(?)—Involuntary bankruptcy proceed- 
ings were instituted in United States 
district court today against Caldwell 
& Co., while federal receivers appoint- 
éd Jast week under a general credi- 
tors’ bill continued the management 
of the company’s affairs. 

Caldwell & Co. has until December 
9 to answer the allegations made by 
three purported creditors that the 
company “is hopelessly insolvent and 
has been for four months.” The in- 
voluntary petition declared that Cald- 
well & Co, committed an act of bank- 
ruptey November 13 by consenting to 
the appointment of receivers under 
the general creditors’ bill. ~ 

Rogers Caldwell, president of Cald- 
well & Co., said tonight that the pe- 
tition “certainly will be resisted.’ 

The petition also averred that some 
of the company’s indebtedness “is well 
secured and some of it is poorly se- 
cured, and some of it is unsecured.” 
The petition added: 

“It is further shown that said com- 
pany in the management of its af- 
fairs within the past four months has 
committed many and additional acts 
of bankruptcy in switching and han- 
dling its securities ... . and in this 
connection, it is shown that said com- 
pany has associated with it many 
subsidiary trading corporations and 
business interests and in the conduct 
of its business it has been able to 
and has diverted and switched its as- 
sets from itself to different ones of 
these subsidiary companies and by so 
doing has created many unlawful 
preferences and acts of bankruptcy.” 

The petition was filed by Dyer 
county, with a claim against the com- 
pany for $18,818.99; the Middle Fork 
drainage district No. 6, of Weakley 
county, claiming $391.58 and R. FE. L. 
Gallimore, a Weakley county citizen, 
who said he was due $254 as salary 
from the company. The Dyer county 
account was said by the petition to 
he due as a balance on the sale of 
bonds by the county to Caldwell & 


‘0. 

Lee Douglas and Rutledge Smith, 
the federal receivers serving under the 
veneral creditors’ bill, were not made 
parties to the suit. “They were ap- 
pointed by Judge John J. Gore after 
Caldwell & Co. had assented to re- 
ceivership. 

No effort was made in today’s peti- 
tion to estimate the liabilities of 
Caldwell -& Co., but it recited “that 
the indebtedness of the company is 
stupendous in the aggregate and scat- 
tered throughout several states.”

Morning Newspaper As- 
sails Lea, Caldwell and 
Horton for Betrayal of 
State and Loss of Money 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 19. 
(Special.)—In the midst of a finan- 
cial upheaval which the Chattanooga 
Times refers to as a situation “with- 
out a parallel since in Ameriean his- 
tory since the days of Tweed,” an en- 
raged citizenry is looking forward not 
only to criminal prosecutions but to 
a wholesale political house-clealing 
when the Tennessee legislature meets 
in January. 

The downfall of Rogers Caldwell 
and his financial kingdom has dragged 
into the limelight his close political 
relations with Colonel Luke Lea and 
Governor Henry H. Horton. And the 
anger of the people has been made 
more bitter by the silence of the three 
men whom they believe contributed 
most to a banking crisis which in- 
volved three states. 

There have been demands that Gov- 
ernor Horton be impeached and al- 
ready every member of the legislature 
is under scrutiny as to his relations 
with the trio which has ruled the poli- 
tics and controlled the funds of Ten- 
nessee. That there will be amazing 
revelations then, if not earlier, is the 
belief of Tennesseans who are not 
aligned with the controlling forces of 
the state. Outstanding in the fight to 
force into the open all of the men who 
made possible this shocking situation 
is the Chattanooga Times. 

Horton, Calgwell, Lea Assailed. 

The Chattanooga newspaper charges 
that Governor Horton, Lea and Cald- 
well have been the chief instruments 
in bringing the state of Tennessee to 
ifs present deplorable condition. Of 
Rogers Caldwell, whom it calls the 
ablest of the trio of wreckers, The 
Times says: “Overpowing desire and 


vaulting ambition formally became the — 


obsessions which caused his destruc- 
tion, and now, sad to relate, there is 
none so poor to do him feverence. 
Karly in his career he was hailed and 
acclaimed as a builder of his section, 
and as the years passed, had he con- 
tinued as he began, there is no honor.

And The Times continues its as- 
sault on Colonel Lea by referring to 
his ownership of three morning and 
two evening newspapers, and assert- 
ing that his opportunities for upbifild- 
ing his state were greater than those 
of the governor and legislature com- 
bined. “But,. says The Times, “lust 
of power and greed of gold were the 
Seylla and Charybdis upon which his 
bark was wrecked, and Lea and what 
he might have been are now sub- 
merged beneath the waves.” 

And Governor Horton, the Times 
charges, “is discredited in the man- 
agement of the state’s affairs,” and it 
adds: “If the legislators who will as- 
semble at. Nashville in. January are 
true to the oath they will take, they 
will receive his recommendations with 
scant courtesy, if not with contempt, 
and for two years thereafter Governor 
Horton will be but a name and a fig- 
ure, nothing more and neyermore.

New York Stock Mxchauge today an- 
nounced suspension of the firm of 
Bauer, Pogue, Pond & Vivian for in- 
solvency. 

The firm maintained offices at Al- 
bany, N. Y., and Knoxville, Tenn. 
Its principal office is in New York 
city. 

The firm, which was one of the 
smaller houses in the financial dis- 
trict, held one membership in the 
stock exchange, that of D. Harry 
Lake, which was purchased 
years ago. 

The other partners were Frederick 
R. Bauer, Robert L. Pond, Leslie L. 
Vivian, Morgan H. McClement, Vance 
I. Bushnell, Davenport Pogue and 
William Henry Jones. 

Mr. Bauer, senior partner in the 
firm, has been a director of Bulova 
Watch Company. Inc., Copeland 
Products, Inc., Hungarian Discount 
and Exchange bank and Landay 
Brothers, Inc. 

No Bids for Stock. 

Wall Street had been interested in 
the fact that there were no bids for 
Bulova Watch stock at ‘he close of 
the market yesterday, although it sold 
earlier at $27 a share. The stock 
has sold up to $43 a share this year. 
and recently sold as low as $26.12. It 
was inactive during the early trading 
today. 

Bauer, Pogue, Pond & Vivian 
headed a syndicate which made a pub- 
lic offering of 75,000 shares of Bulova 
Watch common atock at $29 a share, 
and 50,000 shares of preferred at S50, 
in February, 1029. 

While official comment was not 
immediately available, Wall Street 
understood that th. firm's difficul- 
ties arose from efforts to support 
Buleva common stock. 
firm maintained private wire connec- 
tions with Knoxville. it was 
that its difficulties haa no connection 
with those of financial organizations 
in Tennessee,”
